The milk arbiters were faced with the 
fact of a 20 per cent surplus which meant 
some of the producers’ milk was going 
into byproducts instead of bottles and at 
less than the bottled price. So they have 
ordered a 2-cent cut, hoping that the new 
price will mean an Increased use of bot- 
tled milk and hence an over-all greater 
return to the dairy 

That leaves it up to the consumer. If 
the price dip does bring a corresponding 
rise in cOnsumption, then the control 
board may be encouraged toward further 
eduction as beneficial to the dairy indus- 

Consumers generally will 
board’s edict.

Mimeographed copies of the 
texts of proposed letters have 
been distributed to Communist 
agents, and the concluding sen- 
tence reads: ‘‘This action might 
save you and your child.”’ 


The plan to start the letter- 
writing campaign in this country 
to halt H-bomb tests fits in with 
the same move made in Britian 
and France. There, however, the 
movement to cause America to 
stop H-bomb developments comes 
from prominent persons, includ- 
ing some in the House of Com- 
mons affiliated with the radical 
Wing of the Labor Party. 

In the case of this new cam- 
paign started by the Communist 
agents, mere disclosure should be 
enough to warn people that they 
are being duped if they send on 
such letters.
